Subject. — Extension of time limit for fulfilment of counter export obligation against Im¬ 
ports of Asafoetida and Cumin Seeds effected upto 30 th June, 1975, from 
Afghanistan during March ’74— February, 75 period. 

No, 25-rrC(PN)/76.—Attention is invited to paragraph 2 of the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce Public Notice No. 24-ITC(PN)/75, dated the 10th April, 1975 in terms of which 
the validity period of unutilized/pa rtially utilised CCFs issued for import of asafoetida 
and cumin seeds from Afghanistan was extended upto 30th June 1975, and also to para¬ 
graph 2 of Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 94-ITC(PN)/75, dated 12th September, 
1975, In terms of which the last date for fulfilment of counter export obligation against 
imports effected from Afghanistan during March 1974—February, 1975 period was ex¬ 
tended upto 31« December, 1975. 

2. In partial modification of the aforesaid Public Notices, it has now been decided that 
a period of 60 (sixty) days from the date of release of consignments by the Customs 
authorities would be allowed for fulfilment of counter export obligation in respect of 
consignments of asafoetida and cumin seeds exported from Afghanistan upto the 30th 
June, 1975, and not cleared by the customs authorities till the 31st October, 1975. Such 
Importers of Asafoetida and cumin seeds who do not discharge their counter export 
obligation within the extended period will be treated as defaulters.
